Details cf the Settlement- 


Pros. Wilson Interested 
Because of Position of 
the Transportation Lines 
Along Mexican Border.

Houston, Texas, Nov. 17. — The 


strike cf operating employes of the 
Southern Pacific lines in -Texas anu 
Louisiana waa ended today when the 
railway yielded to demands of the 
men to meet a federated committee of 
the four unions in the controversy. 


The men were ordered to resume 


work immediately. 


Announcement of the settlement 


was made by General Manager W. G. 
Vauvleck of the Sunset Central lines 
here and was confirmed by the feder- 
ated committee of the strikers. It was 
announced that official statements of 
details would be available from both 
sides about noon. 


Within thirty minutes after the an- 
nouncement was made that the strike 
had been ended, idle wheels began to 
turn in the Houston railroad yards. 


The strike began November 13 at 


7 p. m. during which three days not 
a freight wheel was moved on 2,4C'0 
miles of track and no act of violence 
was 
reported. 
Company 
officials 


helped to man enough engines 
to 


keep a dozen passenger trains in mo- 
tion. 


The trouble was due to 67 griev- 
ances, some of them dating back two 
years and which the four operating 
unions had been negotiating individ- 
ually. 


Orders have been ordered for a gen- 


eral resumption of train service on 
old schedules and a renewal of gen- 
eral activities on the Southern Paci- 
fic lines effective at 1 p. m. today.

ex-Probate Judge Lewis Brucker of 
the same city. 


"I have never had a real fight for 


the nomination and I welcome the op- 
portunity which my four good friends 
make possible for one," said 
Con- 
gressman Ashbrook, 
while at 
the 


governor's office the other day, wait- 
ing to see the chief executive. "Will 
I win? It will be easy. This is a free 
country and any one who so aspires 
may weigh in for this nomination. 
But I am willing to leave tny case to 
the people, believing my 
record in 


congress will return me a winner," 


Mr. Ashbrook had just come from 


a conference with trusted political 
lieutenants from various counties of 
his district, which was held in Co- 
lumbus, and the reports he received 
from them put him in uncommonly 
good humor. The word they brought 
to him was that things were in fine 
shape for him i n their 
respective 
counties and there was not a thing to 
fret about. Mr. Ashbrcok said that 
his call on the governor had nothing 
to do with his candidacy. 


Congressman Ashbrook is modest 


and unobtrusive. He is reticent and 
his feathers are not 
easily 
ruffled. 


That he has more than a superficial 
knowledge of the game political is in- 
dicated by the fact that he has man- 
aged to get himself elected to congress 
four times without any very serious 
trouble. As he says, this fight he now 
has on his hands will be the first 
real one he has.bad. It will test the 
strength of his fences. 


Mr. Ashbrook made up his mind 


to go in for a congresional career 
eight years ago last spring when 
serving as a member of 
the Ohio 
house of representatives. 
It came 
about in an odd way. It was when 
Representative Ed Wertz of Wayne 
county was makirg a speech, some- 
thing he was usually doing.

of the Ohio house and also as mem- 
ber of congress. 
The members, 


catching the 
significance of Mr. 
Wertz's remarks, shouted out their 
congratulations to him. 
"Representative Ashbrook sat back 


in his seat and said nothing, that is, 
not out loud, but he did say some- 
thing very low like to himself, kind 
of soliloquizing like, and it was this: 


"Shucks, he is not eoing to be our 


next congressman. "What's the mat- 
ter with myself soing after that 
prize?" 
The notion struck him 
rather suddenly but with 
a great 


deal of force, and the more he pon- 
dered the proposition, the better it 
'"iked to him. 
Tt culminated in 


his announcing himself as a candi- 
date, and in due time he was 
elected.
